Communists assaulting Kweisui, 
provincial capital of Suiyuan, have 
been reinforced, and more than 
50.000 of them are attacking cities 
on the Peiping-Hankow railway in 
North Honan, says Reuter.

Agency yesterday denied that 


National troops, in corjunction with‘

In Shansi the Communists have 
taken two small towns, torn up 60 
miles of track, and destroyed five 
bridges, it is reported. 


CONCESSIONS

REICH CHANCELLERY SCOURED 
FOR HITLER’S REMAINS 


UNDREDS of Allied officers 

and men descended on the 
former Reich Chancellery in Berlin 
yesterday in an _ unprecedented 
“body hunt,” inspired by the 
announcement on Thursday that the 
British authorities are convinced that 
Hitler and Eva Braun committed 
suicide in the bunker there and 
that their bodies’ were burned 
outside. 

Hundreds of unofficial investiga- 
tors swarmed around the entrance 
to the Chancellery bunker and 
through the gardens, searching for 
ashes, graves or bones, cables 
Reuter’s special correspondent in 
Berlin. ‘They were considerably 
handicapped by the fact that the 
trench in which the bodies of: Hitler 
and Eva Braun were supposed to 
have been burned. has been filled 
with débris. 

The major discovery of the day 
was a long-sought secret passage 
from the bunker ,into the Chan- 
celle itself. Three journalists 
who joined the hunt discovered the 
twisting, partly- 
flooded corridor deep underground, 
leading from the rooms of Hitler 
and Eva Braun to a flight of stairs 
giving into one of the main wings 
of the Chancellery. 


SECRET PASSAGE 

The main entrance to the bunker 
is atmost-50-yards-across the garden 
from the door leading to Hitler’s 
suite in the Chancéllery, and for 


months Allied officers have doubted 


a 


that Hitler actually sprinted across 
this open stretch to get to his 
shelter when the alarm sounded. 
Examination of what seemeu to 
be a blank wall in one of Hitler’s 
chambers revealed a small door 
which opened into a long passage- 
way, with rooms and short corri- 
dors opening off it. The floor was 
littered with débris, and covered 
with about three inches of water,

U.S. India Leader 
Criticises Labour

“Safety First” 
Lectures for

Because most of them never have 
had experience of normal traffic 
conditions, Eire’s elementary school 
children will be the first group to 
receive special Civic Guard “ m4 
First'” lectures. The talks, whic 
have been prepared at Civic Guard 
headquarters, under the supervision 
of Commissioner M. J. Kinnane, are 
now being distributed to stations 
throughout the country, so that 
lectures may begin this week. .

Small Nations Can 
Help in Control 
Of Atomic Bomb 


The next twenty years would 
probably be the most significant in 
the world’s history, said Mr. 
Erskine Childers, T.D., Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Minister for 
Local Government, speaking at St. 
John’s, Co. Roscommon, yesterday. 
' Only the moral force exerted’ by 
representatives of small nations 
which had no selfish imperialistic 
interests could, perhaps, turn the 
scale in the: controversy over the 
control of the atomic bomb. 

There. was only one logical, but 
nearly impossible’ ‘solution. The 
United Nations should own all 
sources of uranium, all atomic 
energy factories, and all factories 
for manufacturing the bombs. The 
smaller powers should have a con- 
siderable say on trusteeship. and 
inspection. Any other solutions, 
such as agreements not to use the 
bomb or partial controls, were 
fraught with terrible dangers. 

This country was, at the moment, 
an earthly paradise compared with 
most of Europe, but the illusion 
of isolation was false, and the 
people of Jreland, must never cease 
to demand and work for a collec- 
tive security Organisation, such as 
that described by the Taoiseach in 
his address to Dublin University.

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| Austrian Anschluss 
HITLER 
WAS 
SCARED 


HE true story of Mussolini’s part 
in the Nazi occupation of 
Austria, in March, 1938, has been 
disclosed by the discovery of a 
secret German file in the ruins of 
Goering’s Air Ministry in Berlin, 
states the Associated Press. _ : 
The file consists of transcripts of 
recorded telephone conversations, 
and is labelled: “Secret archives: 
Conversations, Austrian Case, 
March, 1938.” | 

The « conversations show how 
insecure the Germans felt in their 
international position at the time; 
how fearful they were of active 
British, French or Italian interven- 
tion to maintain the independence 
of Austria; and how the King of 
Italy pleaded with the Germans on 
behalf of the Austrian Jews. 

When Hitler discovered that 
Mussolini was giving him a free 
hand in Austria, he sent the Duce 
bis famous expression of gratitude : 
ee I will. never forget 
this.” ‘ 

On March IIth, 1938, German 
troops crossed the Austrian frontier. 
At 10.25 that evening Prince Philip 
of Hesse called. on Hitler in Berlin. 
The following is an extract from 
the record of their conversation:— 

Prince Philip: “I have just come 
from the Palazzo Venezia. The 
Duce accepted the whole thing in a 
very friendly manner. He said that 
Austria would now be a finished 
concern for him.” 

Hitler: “ Then please tell Musso- 
lini I will never forget him for 
this. I am ready to go through 
thick and thin with him. - I shall 
make all arrangements now—lI feel 
I am no longer in a frightful posi- 
tion, militarily, as would have been 
the case if I had got into a conflict. 
You may tell him that I am really 
heartily thankful. I will never 
forget him for this.” 


MESSAGE AMENDED 


The records of other conversa- 
tions between Goering and the 
Prince show that Hitler personally 
amended the text of a message to 
Mussolini on events in Austria to 
avoid giving further offence to 
France and Britain. In the course of

NUMBERED 
STREETS OF - 
NEW YORK 


From Our New YorK CORRESPONDENT 


jyporown New York is very casy 
to find your way round in. That 
is mainly because the city is laid out 
in straight lines, parallel and at right 
angles to each other, The streets are 
named numerically and run east and 
west across the narrow Manhattan 
Island. They start at First street and 
go as high as Two Hundred and Forty- 
second street, all the way up to the 
Bronx and out to White Plains. The 
avenues run at right angles to the 
streets, north and south. They begin 
at Avenue A, go as far as C, and then 
Start at First avenue and go as high 
as Twelfth avenue, Fifth avenue is 
the dividing line between east and 
west sides. 

On the east side there are a few 
streets with names; for instance. 
Fourth avenue sudden 
Park avenue, and Madison avenue and 
Lexington avenue insinuate themselves 
somchow into the picture.

an has been said, rather often in 
to the road is going to be governed 
by the supply of tyres. It may be 
a long time before the real rubber 
article comes back, but in the mean- 
time the factories should be turning 
out synthetics fairly fast.. And the 
question has been asked, - how 
good will synthetics be? 

Several months ago the American 
Automobile Association carried out 
a test with three standard cars fitted 
with synthetics, and their conclusion 
was that the minimum life of the 
tyres might be placed at 37,500 
miles. A maximum of 3 
m.p-h, was observed during the test. 
On roads such as we have in this 
country, with few long stretches, 
many bends and corners, and the 
consequent necessity for plenty of 
braking and accelerating, the tyres 
would not last as long. One of the 
conclusions to be drawn from the 
test was that, if long life is to be 
expected of synthetics, high speeds 
and overloading must be avoided.

A Menace to 
The Community 


The necessity for personal cleanli- 
ness needs no emphasis either from 
an aesthetic or “a sanitary point of 
view, states an article in the 
Journal of the Medical Association 
of Eire. The unwashed individual, 
the writer confinues, was obviously 
open to many infections, and infec- 
tions which would not appear at all 
in a person who washed at frequent 
intervals.

Plum World 


By G. 0. SHERRARD 

There are two classes of plums 
considered as dessert fruit, the 
Gages and the Rest. Gages are 
re sweet meats, sugary and 
richly flavoured; they are the aris- 
tocrats, of the plum world, but, un- 
fortunately, some of the best of 
them do not believe in having large 
amilies—in other words, they crop, 
but pen. This is chiefly due -to 
the fact that they are unable to set 
fruit with their own pollen, such 
is. the case with Coe’s Golden 
Drop, Jefferson and the old Green- 

ge, which are three of the best- 

voured plums that we have. 
Fortunately, there are a certain 
number of Gage plums which are 
self-fertile and crop. heavily, and 
these ahould be chiefly selected for 
planting. 

The plum season is a short one, 
from mid-July to the end of Septem- 
ber; but, as plums do not keep once 
they are ripe, it requires about six 
varieties to cover it. The earliest 
pos is Early Laxton, yellow- 

ushed red, sweet and juicy, ripen- 

ing about mid-July. Although not 
quite in the first class for flavour, 
it is valuable for its earliness.

Removing Res 
World 


RITAIN and the United: States 

were reported yesterday (says 
an A.P. correspondent in Washing- 
ton) to have reached agreement on 
a sweeping programme for remov- 
ing restraints on world trade. 

This is the immediate forerunner, 
officials predict, of another agree- 
ment on the financial assistance to 
be given to Britain by the United 
States, and it is believed that the 
sum will almost certainly be between 
$3,500,000,000 and $5,000,000,000 

The terms are understood 
include: 
1—Interest rate of two per cent. 
2—Repayment in 50 years, begin- 

ning five years after the actual 
ga of the loan. (“This 
ve-year span is to give the 
British an Opportunity to get 
back on their feet economi- 
cally.”) 

'3—A provision that, if at any time 
the British Empire fails to take 
in ‘sufficient funds, its payment 
for that year may be delayed. 

The principal British negotiators, 

Lord Keynes and Lord Halifax, 

transmitted these terms to London 

about ten days ago, and, so far as 
could be learned over the week-end, 
they are still waiting final clarifica- 

tion of the attitude of the British T
